The Cold remitting , the Birches bled 
afrem , the Sycamores abated very much , and the Walnut-trees 
quite ceafed.

13. Wefetfeveral Willows with the wrong ends downward,' 
iand cut off feveral Bryurs , that had taken root at the fmali 
ends. This 2pth of May the W'tfom have (hot out Branches 
neare two foot long 5 and from the top of the Sets , wMch were 
a yard high, the Bryan have alfo grown backwards from that 
part, which we lefc remainiag to the roots at the letter ends;

Sir, having been lately in the Coppei 5 Silver,and Gold-mines 
in Hungary , I hope ere long to give you a particular account 
thereof $ prefenting this in the mean time concerning Damp in 
thefeMines; whereof I underftand , that they happen in moft 
of them , that are deep i and that they happen not only in the 
Cunieuli or direct paflages, where they walk on Horizontally 
(by thefe Mine-men czlYd Stollen )but alfointhe Ptttei or Per- 
pendicular Cutts or Defcents ( term'd Schaehts by the fame.) 
They are met with not only in places , where the Earth is full 
of Clay or the like fubftances , but alfo where it is Rocky : and 
one place they fhew'd me in the Copper -mine at Hern-groundt t 
where there had been a very pernicious damp, and yet the Rock 
fo hard , that it could not be broken by their Inftruments > but 
the defcent was all made by the means of Gun-powder , ram'd 
into long round holes in the Rock, and foblowne up.

THe prefent Fire of «x£f*M , (whereof there was lately a 
Relation printed here in the Savof)m\\ make it appear not 
unfeafonable to refh& back upon former Ages, and to colled 
from Hiftory the fevcrall Eruptions hapned there , together 
with the times of them , and fome obfervations recorded by Au- 
thors concerning the fame. 

Topafsby what is related by Bertfus 9 orfheus and other 
lefs credible Authors, about the Eruptions or this Mountain, 
both at the time of the ingrefsof the Ionian Colonies into Si- 
cily , and that of the Argonatttcs (which latter was in the 12th 
Age before the Chriftian account 5 ) we mail fiift take notice of 
that, which happened at the time of the Expedition of ^£neas t 
who being terrified by the fire of this thenborntng Mountain, 
left that Ifland 5 whejeof Virgil 1, 3, tSneid. gives this notable 
defenption 5
